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1 . EXPANSION OF SANCTIONS AGAINST RHODESIA— 

UK CONVENED MEETING OF WEO MEMBERS OF LAST YEAR'S SAN- 
CTIONS COMMITTEE (US, FRANCE, ITALY, SWEDEN) TO DISTRIBUTE 
TEXT OF RESOLUTION STRENGTHENING SANCTIONS AGAINST 
RHODESIA WHICH IS STILL TO BE ADDED TO LAST YEAR'S REPORT. 

RET LIE (UK) SAID THAT IF THE TEXT MEETS THE APPROVAL OF THE FOUR 
DELEGATIONS THE BRITISH WILL SEEK TO CONVENE LAST YEAR’S 
SANCTIONS COMMITTEE MARCH 14 TO APPROVE ADDITION OF THE DRAFT 
RESOLUTION TO THE REPORT, AND WOULD HOPE TO HAVE A SECURITY 
COUNCIL MEETING LATER IN THE WEEK WHICH WOULD BE CONFINED 
TO ADOPTION OF THE RESOLUTION. (CONFIDENTIAL -USUN 673) 

2. INFORMATION ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS- 

IN DISCUSSION OF REQUEST FOR INFORMATION WHICH THE 
CENTER ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS SENT TO US BUSINESS 
COMMUNITY, AMB MYERSON TOLD THE CENTER'S EXECUTIVE 
DIRECTOR, SAHLGREN, ABOUT VARIOUS CONCERNS HE HAD HEARD 
EXPRESSED AT THE NEWLY-ORGANIZED COMMITTEE ON MULTINATIONAL 
ENTERPRISES OF THE US INTERNATIONAL CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

SAHLGREN AGREED THAT FOR PRACTICAL PURPOSES IT PROBABLY 
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WOULD HAVE BEEN BETTER FOR THE CENTER TO HAVE INFORMALLY 
CONSULTED WITH THE USG BEFORE SENDING OUT THE REQUESTS. HE 
ACKNOWLEDGED THE IMPORTANCE OF MAINTAINING GOOD WORKING RELATIONS 
WITH THE US BUSINESS COMMUNITY AND WITH THE USG AND READILY 
AGREED THAT IMPROVED INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS IN THE FUTURE 
WOULD BE MUTUALLY ADVANTAGEOUS. HE SAID HE HOPED 
TO KEEP THE WORK OF THE GROUP OF EXPERTS ON INTERNATIONAL STANDARDS 
OF ACCOUNTING AND REPORTING OUT OF THE POLITICAL ARENA.

3. SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT- 

TO ENSURE ECOSOC APPROVAL OF THE RESOLUTION INITIATED 
IN THE COMMISSION FOR SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT (CSD) BY THE US, 

IN COOPERATION WITH THE NETHERLANDS. UNDER ITEM ON 
PROGRAM OBIECTIVES FOR THE MEDIUM-TERM PLAN 1978-81 AND PRO- 
GRESS REPORT FOR 1975-76, MRS. PICKER, US CSD REPRESEN- 
TATIVE, HAS HELD INFORMAL DISCUSSIONS WITH VARIOUS OFFICIALS 
OF THE SECRETARIAT AND THE NETHERLANDS MISSION. THERE IS 
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GENERAL AGREEMENT AMONG THEM THAT, INTER ALIA, A 

WORKING GROUP OF EXPERTS SHOULD BE MADE UP OF 10 PEOPLE 

(TWO FROM EACH REGION) DRAWN FROM ANY STATES MEMBERS OF THE UN, 

AND THAT IT SMANDATE SHOULD BE VERY BROAD SO THAT IT 

COULD LOOK AT THE ROLE SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT PLAYS IN THE UN 

SYSTEM AND THE ROLE IT SHOULD PLAY. MOST AGREED 

THERE SHOULD BE NO OVERLAP WITH THE WORK OF THE COMMITTEE 

ON RESTRUCTURING. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE -USUN 670) 

4. UN CHARTER REVIEW-- 

THE WORKING GROUP MARCH 7 DISCUSSED PARAGRAPHS 131-144, 
COMPLETING FIRST READING OF THE SECRETARIAT'S ANALYTICAL STUDY. 
POLAND CALLED FOR INCREASING NUMBER OF SECRETARIAT PERSONNEL 
ON SHORT TERM CONTRACTS, WHILE BELGIUM SUPPORTED US/UK 
POSITIONS ON NECESSITY TO HAVE LONG-TERM PERSONNEL IN 
SECRETARIAT TO ENSURE TRULY INDEPENDENT INTERNATIONAL CIVIL 
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SERVICE. POLAND ALSO ASKED FOR HALT TO EXPANSION OF UN BUDGET 
AND SUGGESTED COMMITTEE 5 MOVE TOWARD REQUIRING TWO- 
THIRDS MAJORITY VOTE AND USING CONSENSUS PROCEDURES. USSR 
AND POLAND OPPOSED REMOVING WORDS "PEACE LOVING" AS 
REQUIREMENT FOR UN MEMBERSHIP. COLOMBIA DISAGREED. US 
REPRESENTATIVE ASKED HOW SOME STATES COULD ADVOCATE 
DELETION OF "PEACE-LOVING" AS CRITERION 

OF MEMBERSHIP BECAUSE OF THEIR STATED BELIEF IN UNIVERSALITY 
AND THEN TURN AROUND AND SUPPORT EXPULSION PROVISIONS. 

IN DISCUSSION OF PROPOSAL TO DELETE WORDS AND CLAUSES RELATING 
TO "ENEMY STATES" FROM CHARTER, GDR, USSR, FRANCE AND 
POLAND OPPOSED DELETION, WHILE TURKEY, JAPAN, PHILIPPINES, 

ITALY, COLOMBIA, SPAIN AND NEW ZEALAND SUPPORTED DELETION. 

IN PLENARY, MEXICO CALLED FOR CHAIRMAN'S RULING THAT MEXICAN 
LIST BEANNEXED TO COMMITTEE REPORT AND SAID THOSE WHO 
OPPOSED ANNEXATION WERE TRYING TO BOYCOTT OR BLOCK GA MANDATE. 
ANNEXATION WAS SUPPORTED BY COLOMBIA, VENEZUELA, TUNISIA, 
YUGOSLAVIA AND PHILIPPINES, AND OPPOSED BY UK, CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
AND USSR (WHICH AGREED COMMITTEE HAD OBLIGATION TO STUDY 
ALL PROPOSALS SUBMITTED BUT SINCE MEXICAN LIST WAS NOT 
MANDATED IT COULD NOT BE ANNEXED). 

THE CHAIRMAN DID NOT MAKE A RULING AND ASKED DELEGATIONS TO 
CONTINUE THEIR CONSULTATIONS. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE -USUN

5. COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID— 
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THE COMMITTEE HEARD A CALL MARCH 7 FOR URGENT ACTION TO 
SECURE AN ARMS EMBARGO AND ECONOMIC SANCTIONS AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA, 
AND CHAIRMAN HARRIMAN (NIGERIA) DESCRIBED THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
DEBATE ON SOUTH AFRICA WHICH WILL BEGIN MARCH 21 AS "CRU- 
CIAL IN THIS RESPECT." THE WIDEST SUPPORT MUST BE MOBILIZED 
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FOR CONCRETE ACTION, HE DECLARED. SAM (GHANA), CHAIRMAN 
OF SUBCOMMITTEE ON IMPLEMENTATION OF UN RESOLUTIONS AND 
COLLABORATION WITH SOUTH AFRICA, PRESENTED TWO SUBCOMMITTEE 
REPORTS: ONE OUTLINED THE DETERIORATING ECONOMIC SITUATION 
IN SOUTH AFRICA AND NEED FOR ACTION TO STOP THE FLOW OF 
NEW FOREIGN CAPITAL TO THE APARTHEID REGIME; THE OTHER 
CONCERNED AN $11.6 MILLION INVESTMENT BY BARCLAYS BANK 
IN SOUTH AFRICAN DEFENSE BONDS LAST DECEMBER, WHICH MR. 

SAM TERMED "A HOSTILE ACT." HE SUGGESTED THAT THE REPORTS BE 
DRAWN TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL'S ATTENTION. HE ALSO 
COMMENTED THAT HE WOULD BE MORE CONVINCED OF THE COMMITMENT 
OF "THOSE WHO PREACH HUMAN RIGHTS" AND "CRY THE LOUDEST" 

IF THEY WOULD JOIN THE FIGHT AGAINST APARTHEID AND BECOME 
MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID. 

IN OTHER ACTION, THE COMMITTEE: HEARD CHAIRMAN HARRI- 
MAN’S LENGTHY, DETAILED REPORT ON HIS MISSIONS TO LONDON 
AND GENEVA, DURING WHICH HE PROPOSED TO THE HUMAN 
RIGHTS COMMISSION AN INTERNATIONAL INVESTIGATION OF POLICE 
BRUTALITY AND THE DEATHS OF POLITICAL PRISONERS IN 
SOUTH AFRICA; ACCEPTED SWEDISH INVITATION FOR THE CHAIRMAN 
TO VISIT STOCKHOLM IN APRIL FOR CONSULTATIONS ON INTERNATIONAL 
ACTION AGAINST APARTHEID; ACCEPTED IN PRINCIPLE A NUMBER 
OF OTHER INVITATIONS, INCLUDING ONE IN COTONOU ORGAINZED BY AAPSO 
UNDER SLOGAN "SOLIDARITY WITH BENIN"; HEARD STATEMENTS 
CONGRATULATING GHANA ON THE 20TH ANNIVERSARY OF ITS INDEP- 
ENDENCE; HEARD THE CHAIRMAN S PROPOSAL THAT THE COMMITTEE 
SEND A MISSION TO GHANA TO CONVEY ITS APPRECIATION FOR THE 
CONTRIBUTION MADE BY THAT COUNTRY TO THE STRUGGLE AGAINST 
COLONIALISM AND APARTHEID AND TO PAY TRIBUTE TO THE MEMORY 
OF NJRUMAH; DECIDED ON MEASURES TO PROMOTE ASSISTANCE TO 
SOUTH AFRICAN STUDENTS WHO HAD FLED TO BOTSWANA, SWAZILAND 
AND LESOTHO; HEARD REPORT BY MUSSA (SOMALIA) ON HIS 
PARTICIPATION, ON COMMITTEE S BEHALF, IN A SEMINAR IN CONAKRY; 

OBSERVED MINUTE OF SILENCE IN MEMORY OF THE LATE PRESIDENT OF INDIA; 
AND DECIDED THAT THE CHAIRMAN SHOULD SEND A LETTER OF SYMPATHY TO 
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THE GOVERNMENT OF ROMANIA REGARDING THE EARTHQUAKE. 
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THE CHAIRMAN ANNOUNCED THAT AS A RESULT OF CONSULTATIONS 
THE FOLLOWING HAD BEEN DESIGNATED TO SERVE ON SUBCOMMITTEES: 
SUBCOMMITTEE ON PETITIONS AND INFORMATION - ALGERIA, GDR, NEPAL, 
SOMALIA, TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO, WITH SEMICHE (ALGERIA) AS CHAIR 
MAN 

AND SUBCOMMITTEE ON IMPLEMENTATION UN RESOLUTIONS 
AND COLLABORATION WITH SOUTH AFRICA - GHANA, HUNGARY, SUDAN, 
PERU, MALAYSIA, WITH SAM (GHANA) AS CHAIRMAN. IN CLOSED 
PART OF THE MEETING, THE COMMITTEE DISCUSSED ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR THE SPECIAL SOLEMN MEETING TO BE HELD BY THE COMMITTEE MARCH 
21, THE INTERNATIONAL DAY FOR THE ELIMINATION OF RACIAL DIS 
CRIMINATION. 

6. COMMITTEE OF 24 — 

THE COMMITTEE CONTINUED ITS GENERAL DEBATE ON NAMIBIA MARCH 
8, HEARING STATEMENTS BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF MALI, 

SOVIET UNION, SYRIA, INDONESIA, BULGARIA, TRINIDAD AND 
TOBAGO, TUNISIA, CONGO AND CUBA. THE CHINESE REPRESENTATIVE 
ANNOUNCED THAT HIS DELEGATION HAD INFORMED THE SYG OF PRC’S 
DECISION TO CONTRIBUTE THE EQUIVALENT OF $10,000 TOWARD 
THE COSTS OF THE MAPUTP CONFERENCE. ACTING CHAIRMAN VRAALSEN 
(NORWAY) STATED THAT IT HAD BEEN AGREED THAT THE VISITING 
MISSION TO THE CAYMAN ISLANDS IN APRIL WOULD CONSIST OF AMB 
VUNIBOBO (FIJI) AS CHAIRMAN, AND THE REPRESENTATIVES OF 
TUNISIA AND TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO. 

KOVALENKO (SOVIET UNION) SAID ALL UN ORGANS DEALING WITH 
DECOLONIZATION SHOULD FULLY SUPPORT SWAPO; DENOUNCED THE SO- 
CALLED CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE; BELIEVED THAT COMMITTEE 
SHOULD CAREFULLY STUDY THE PROPOSALS PUT FORWARD IN THE 
COMMITTEE BY SWAPO; AND STATED THAT THE SC SHOULD IMPOSE 
AN ARMS EMBARGO AND THE FLOW OF ARMS TO SOUTH AFRICA FROM 
ISRAEL AND THE WESTERN COUNTRIES SHOULD BE STOPPED. TIME MAG- 
AZIME HAD RECENTLY INDICATED CLEARLY WHICH WESTER COUNTRIES 
GAVE MOST SUPPORT TO THE RACIST REGIME IN SOUTH AFRICA. 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THE WESTERN COUNTRIES SHOULD EXERT FULL PRESSURE ON THEIR 
MONOPOLIES AND CORPORATIONS SO AS TO BRING ABOUT AN EFFECTIVE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE SC DECISION, HE ADDED 

SAMASSEKOU (MALI) DECLARED SWAPO SHOULD BE GIVEN FULL 
ASSISTANCE IN ITS HEROIC STRUGGLE AND THE COMMITTEE COULD ONLY 
DENOUNCE THE CRIMINAL ATTEMPTS BY THE RACIST REGIME TO SET UP 
A PUPPET GOVERNMENT IN NAMIBIA. GLAYEL (SYRIA) VIGOROUSLY 
CONDEMNED RACIAL DISCRIMINATION AND THE RACIST POLICIES OF 
THE SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT, SUPPORTED THE PROPOSALS OF 
SWAPO, AND SAID THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY SHOULD MAKE IT 
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CLEAR TO SOUTH AFRICA THAT IT HAD NO BUSINESS WHATSOEVER 
IN NAMIBIA AND SHOULD THEREFORE WITHDRAW FROM THAT TERRITORY. 

MARPAUNG (INDONESIA) SPOKE OF REPORTS THAT MILITARY FORCES 
IN NAMIBIA RESORTED TO TORTURE, ARBITRARY ARRESTS AND CON- 
FISCATION OF PROPERTY; MENTIONED EXPLOITATION OF NATURAL RESOURCES; 
AND SAID THE EEC STAND THAT NAMIBIA'S FUTURE SHOULD BE DETER- 
MINED BY THE NAMIBIANS THEMSELVES WAS ENCOURAGEING. HE SUPPORTED 
THE PROPOSAL TO CONVENE AN SC MEETING TO EXAMINE THE 
EXTENT OF IMPLEMENTATION OF RESOLUTION 385 (CALLING FOR 
VARIOUS ACTIONS BY SOUTH AFRICA), AND SUPPORTED THE SWAPO PROPOSALS. 

YANKOV (BULGARIA) ACCUSED SOUTH AFRICA OF EMPLOYING NAZI 
TACTICS, AND SAID THAT CERTAIN WESTERN COUNTRIES WITH VESTED INTER 
ESTS IN SOUTH AFRICA AND NAMIBIA CONTINUED TO SUPPORT THE 
RACIST POLICIES AND STALLED THE DECISION-MAKING PROCESS 
IN THE SC. THE COMMITTEE WAS FACED WITH THE ARROGANT 
ATTITUDE OF SOUTH AFRICA AND ALSO THE POLICIES OF THOSE WHO 
ONLY PAID LIP SERVICE TO WORLD PEACE AND SUPPORTED THE RACIST 
REGIME. ALL FUTURE NEGOTIATIONS SHOULD BE HELD UNDER UN 
AUSPICES, HE SAID, ADDING HE SUPPORTED ALL EFFORTS BY THE 
LIBERATION MOVEMENT, INCLUDING ARMED STRUGGLE, WHICH THE GA 
RECOGNIZED AS A LEGITIMATE FORM OF STRUGGLE FOR SELF-DETER- 
NATION AND INDEPENDENCE. 
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SEALY (TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO) OBIECTED TO THE DECISION OF THE CON- 
STITUTIONAL CONFERENCE TO INSTITUTIONALIZE RACIAL DISCRIMI 
NATION IN HOUSING AND ZONING; FULLY SUPPORTED SWAPO S PRO- 
POSALS; SAID WESTERN COUNTRIES, FEARFUL OF JEOPARDIZING THEIR 
INVESTMENT IN SOUTH AFRICA, CONTINUED TO SUPPORT THE RACIST 
REGIME; AND DECLARED THAT THE SC SHOULD ADOPT EFFECTIVE 
MEASURES. BACHROUCH (TUNISIA), OPPOSING THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONFERENCE, THOUGHT THE PRESENT SITUATION SO SERIOUS THAT THE 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY COULD NOT BE CONTENT WITH HALF-MEASURES. 

CONCEPCION (CUBA) SIAD THE TOTAL COLLAPSE OF THE RACIST 
REGIME WAS ONLY A MATTER OF TIME; IT WAS CLEAR TO THE NAMIBIANS 
THAT THE ONLY SOLUTION AVAILABLE TO THEM WAS ARMED STRUGGLE LAD 
BY SWAPO; AND THOSE COUNTRIES WHICH COLLABORATED WITH SOUTH 
AFRICA SHOULD END THEIR LIP SERVICE. AMPAT (CONGO) 

DECLARED THAT NOT ONLY VORSTER BUT ALSO CERTAIN WESTERN NATIONS 
WERE RESPONSIBLE FOR THE PRESENT SITUATION; THE RIGHT OF VETO 
SHOULD NOT BE ABUSED TO PROTECT THE INTEREST OF THE RACIST REGIME; 
IMPERIALIST COLLABORATION WAS A FLAGRANT VIOLATION OF UN 
RESOLUTIONS AS WELL AS A "STAB IN THE BACK" OF THE ENTIRE AFRICAN 
POPULATION; AND ALL DECISIONS TAKEN WITHOUT THE PARTICIPATION OF 
SWAPO WERE NULL AND VOID. 
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
